Indeed, if we comes to abortive Expedi- 
tins, Defcents, 7.”uly Ficeis, Cartagens 
Squadrons, end luch thiags, we ſhall find 
the Hond of F216 in them all; aad as the 
Nation's Dilyrace was th: ir Satizfatt ion, 
chey took always Care net to be wantirg to 
be the Inftruments, 
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1 could deſcend to Perſons alſo, and let 
you ſee, that when a few of the #bips, 
whom 1 charge with the ficſt Errors, and 
thoſe of but mean Figure inManagement too, 
ace reckon'd up, the Party mutt bluſh to
